Dec. 31, 1812.—** We went in the a fter- | 
noon to a church meeting at Br.

Omay I cast my-, 
self upon the mercy of God; and while time, | 
like a rapid stroam, ice wafting mo tummy eterual | 
home, may I trust in the Loan, and stay myself! 
upon my God. 

Jan. 1, 1813.—*‘* Now unto him, of whom | 
and to whom and through whom are all things, | 
be glory and praise : may | begin the year with | 
God. 

May 30.—** My studies press so hard that I 
find scarcely any time to devote to writing even | 
in my diary. 

June 30.—“ The annual training occurred 
this day. I being called upon, appeared in 
my uniform, but with no other equipments than 
my Greek Testament. 

Oct. 6.—“I returned to New Ipswich and | 
recommenced my studies, after an absence of 
twelve anda half weeks, in which time I have | 
passed through various scenes. Soon after my | 
arrival at my parental habitation I began to do 
a little labour, but felt uncomfortable effects | 
from it immediately. I was soon attacked with | 
a typhus fever, which confined me to my bed 
three wecks, when I began slowly to recover. | 

‘«Immediately after my fever left mo, my 
mother, two sisters and a brother were succes- 
sively siezed with the same disorder, and were | 
allconfined at once. For six or seven weeks 
our hguse was a scene of distress. Mother 
had a relapse and was brought to the gates of 
death, insomuch that we thought she was dy-| 
ing ; but praised be the Lorn she is somewhat! 
relieved, and the health of the rest of the fam- 
ily appears to be returning. 

Nov. 26.—‘* The Academy this day closed, | 
and the Preceptor concluded his labours. 1/ 
have been here better than seven weeks this| 
term, in which time [ have been through two| 
and a half hooks in Virgil, and the three first 
Evangelists and Acts in Greek. 

Nov. 24.—** Set forward and went to meet- 
ing in Rindge—then home, where I found our 
family in much better health than when I left 
them, or had any reason to expect to find them. 
God's mercies have been peculiarly great to us 
this season, in appearing for us in affliction, 
sparing our forfeited, threatened lives, and giv- 
ing us a hopeful promise of returning health, 
O thata sense of his, goodness may fill our 
’ hearts with gratitude. a 

80.—‘ Another anniversary of my birth day 
has arrived. Alas, how fleet is time! Thirty 
years of my life have rolled away. Probably 
half my days are gone. O let the time past 
suffice to have served satan.” 

Yes, two thirds of the days of the years of 
our brother’s life were numbered and finished. 
Should the eye of one who is looking forward‘ 
to long life, rest upon the above extract, let 
him remember, that he also may have passed 
over two thirds of the days allotted him upon 
earth. 

Jan. 31, 1814.—“T began my school in Jef- 
frey. Having spent the winter principally in

THE LORD’S SUPPER.

I had hoped that some one more capable ot 'a thorough 
investigation of this subject, would have examined 
the “views” of your Hebrew correspondent. As 
nothing has yet appeared in reply, and as sentiments 
are there expressed subversive of truth, as I con- 
ceive,—I wish to be indulged in a few observations.

practice. I think that the views of Aleph must pro- 
mote such a departure, and that it is not easy to fore- 
To the remarks on the nature 
and design of the Lord’s Supper, I have nought to 
object, save only that in his second view of the Lord’s 
body—the Chuich—only the nature, and not the de- 
siga, is stated ; and moreover, it is not easy to perceive

Yes,—ali 
who “continued in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship, were admitted to the Lord’s tabie: but will 
Aleph, or any “ Baptist whose every branch of belief 
sprouis from the root of truth,” aflirm, that they 
who though immersed, are united to a pcedobaptist 
chureh, continue in the apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship?

What is se_r-peNrAL, as enjoined by the 
gospel ; and to what extent, and in what par- 
ticulars does Christ restrict his disciples ? 

The foregoing inquiries, if proposed to indi- 
vidual professors at the present day, would 
probably elicit as great a diversity of ideas in 
their replies, as would any imaginable query, 
connected with religious faith or practice. But 
however diversified self-love, conformity to the 
world, the lust of the flesh, the lust of the 
eyes, and thepride of life may render the ideas 
formed of self-denial, it by no means dimi nish- 
es the magnitude or importance of the inquir- 
ies above.:, Indeed, the Christian church scems 
so far gone over to strict conformity to the 
world, that, judging impartially and entirely by 
the word of God, one would suppose that it 
was either forgotten or never known, that such 
a doctrine is contained inthe scriptures. A 
former letter from Mrs. Wade on this subject, 
published in the Secretary, and that also in 
your last, on the same subject, are in my opin 
ion fraught with sentiments of devotion and 
self-denial, accompanied with a practical exem- 
plification_of the doctrine, sufficient to pene- 
trate and awaken to pious emulation every re- 
newed heart, not entirely subjected to the do- 
minion of self-love. Where is the christian in 
America, who can read those letters, and not 
feel a pang of conscious rebuke in view of his 
own want of practical self-denial? ‘To me, 
they seem as a Geep response to the language

No; let them flourish the 
war-club—it cannot reach us, unless they come up 
to our elevated standing; and if they do this their 
defeat is certain. The war-club can avail nothing 
against those who hold the sword of the Spirit. ‘To 
those who raise the hue and cry of strict communion, 
we answer, that we admit all who were admitted by 
our Lord and his Apostles ; that is, all who continue 
in the Apostles’ doctrine and fellowship—and let them 
forge a weapon that will turn its edge, if they can. 
i estado: I would ask who are the authors of 
restricted communion? If the primitive Church of 
Christ were baptised believers, then at some period in 
the history of the church there were those who ex- 
tended the ordinances to babes, departed from the 
gospel church, and preferring their own inventions 
to positive institutions, effected a schism, and as a new 
sect, (or heresy, as the word imports) occupied a 
stand in opposition to the institutions of our Lord.

vants, sent far hence into the dark wilderness 
of heathenism and gross idolatry. ‘Twice re- 
cently, has her voice been thus wafted by the 
winds over the waves of more than ten thous- 
and miles of oceanic dreariness, addressed first 
to a darling natural sister, and by that sfster, 
through the medium of the press, conveyed to 
christians of every name. I rejoice that the 
once bleeding Emanuel has on earth such ser- 
vants, and that they not only go self-devoted 
to suffering and toil for the salvation of the 
heaihen, but their letters and journals (unin- 
tentionally however,) convey from their seclu- 
sion, the most delightful evidence of the high 
tone of internal and practical piety to which 
they have through grace and obedience attain- 
ed ; as well as gentle and holy rebuke to world- 
ly christians on this side the ocean. How ma- 
ny more letters of similar import, Mrs. Wade 
may have written to others, and which are 
wi.holden from public view, I know not. But 
there is reason to rejoice that her sister A 
has so far denied herself, as to give up those 
addressed tu hex. These letters will in my 
opinion, leave every christian reader more in- 
excusable in the sight of God, if he is not ren- 
dered by the perusal, more devoted and self- 
denying than beforc. Comparing those senti- 
ments with the general apathy prevailing in the 
church in reference to self-denial, and the ob- 
jections by some expressed to the former letter, 
and the silence of most religious papers, which 
did not contribute to its spread by reprinting it, 
my mind was filled with the enquiries at the 
head of this article. Mr. Editor, | am now at 
a lossin what manner to pursue and answer 
these enquiries. One can hardly decide 
whether to enter upon a discussion of the ab- 
stract doctrine of self-denial, as taught by 
Christ and his apostles, and show to what ex- 
tent its details would carry its practice, or to 
attempt an illustration of the subject by way 
of a sort of review and justification of the let- 


ter of Mrs. W. in pour last paper. ‘There is 
much reason to belheve that in the opinion of 


many professors of religion, the pious author 
of the letter and her sentiments, require too 
much to be accorded by disciples in this highly 
To such her sentiments and 
their practical effects can be justified only by 
the stern, unaccommodating, and pure word of 
God. Suffer me then to unburden a part of 
my solicitude for the prevalence of such reli- 
gion as hers, by quoting her own excellent lan- 
guage, and applying to it the test of scripture, 
and thus enforcing its injunctions upon chris- 
tians, to produce if possible some practical 
effect among ourselves. Christian fathers and 
mothers, christian brothers and sisters in happy 
but wicked America, turn your attention for a 
moment to the fact with which this last letter 
is commenced. ‘* Having had company all day 
long, either the dear Christians, or enquirers, 
and conversed till 1 was quite fatigued and 
faint, and since candle light having done our 
little family washing, (which I am unable to do 
in the day time, on account of the excessive 
heat of the season) and sent my little Burman 
girls to bed ; I now sit down to devote the re- 
mainder of the evening to you, my own dear 
A , who are as near and dear to my heart, 
as on the day when we sighed a Jong farewell, 
on the pleasant banks of the Erie Canal, that 
never to be forgotten spot."’ - Here we are 
shown at once what faith and love and self-de- 
nial will achieve.

‘I hereis no 
one individual more strongly tempted to desert 
the truth, than are those who are set for 
the defence-of the gospel, and who watch for 
souls. ‘ihe desire of p'easing, both from a 
view of gaining applause, and of benefitting 
the hearers,strongly invites the pastor to swerve 
a very little from the truth, and not declare 
what he knows will offend some rich and world. 
ly hearer. Or if he tells the whole truth, let 
him pass lightly by it, ingeniously and inoffen- 
sively touching the nice point. Ah! this is 
the way, pillows become sewed to all arm-holes, 
and smooth things are rolled on the voice of 
the dulcimer through the land. ‘The preacher 
must be a man who durst be unpopular, if faith- 
fully telling the whole plain truth will make him 
so. ‘That durst bear reproach, persecution and 
sufferings for the sake of Christ. 

He must esteem the reproach of Christ 
great riches, and love the truth so as not to 
shun to declare it. He must not be ready to 
teach that this or that command may be left 
unperformed, or changed to suit the taste or 
custom of the times or the people.

Extract of a letter from elder C. Tilden, to elder 
Loomis, dated Andover Con. Dec. 24, 1830. 


Dear Brotuer,— 
It is with pleasure I inform you of the pros- 
perity of Zion in Andover. <A revival of reli- 


gion commenced in the Baptist church in this 
place, about the first of July last, and has in a 
silent, but solemn manner, continued to this 
time, and the prospects appear at present as 
encouraging, as at any former period.” The 
church appear to be engaged, and many are 
enquiring the way to Zion. Since the com- 
mencement of the work, twenty six have been 
received by baptism, and four others have 
been accepted by the church, and are waiting 
for baptism. A number more are expected 
soon. Our place of worship, (a school house) 
has been exceedingly crowded ; many have 
been obliged to stand without, and many more, 
no doubt, would attend if there was room.— 
The church and society are now exerting them- 
selves to build a house sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate the people. 

Further communications state that the con- 
templated building is to be thirty six feet by 
forty eight, and that it may cost from one thou- 
sand to twelve hundred dollars. A subscrip- 
tion has been made to the amount of between 
seven and eight hundred dollars, and strong 
hopes are entertained that it will soon be filled. 
We hope the work may go on, and that the 
Lord may prosper it.

Son, and the Holy Ghost.” M.Gaussen adds, 
that if the pastors will replace these doctrines 
in the catechism, or restore the orthodox cate- 
chism formerly in use, he will, for the sake of 
peace and deierence, employ it, though he pre- 
fers the Scriptures, and violates no ccclesiasti- 
cal usage or rule of discipline, in not making 
use of the catechism.

ON PUBLISHING REVIVALS. 


We entirely agree with our brother of the 
Western Recorder, that the extreme in pub- 
lishing revivals should be avoided ; but in our 
own denomination, it now can hardly be said 
to exist. At a time when the character of 
revivals appears to be so peculiarly precious ; 
there should be more said to the honour of him 
who is doing such wonders throughout the 
land. 

The editor says, 

‘* One thing we have generally remarked for 
these few years past, that where the existence 
of a revival is not publicly noticed during the 
time of its progress, it is seldom duly acknowl- 
edged afterwards. ‘The person who is afraid 
to speak of a revival during the time of its 
highest interest, is seldom found to be less 
scrupulous after the interest has in a measure 
subsided. And if he then speaks, it is not in 
the glowing language of present description, 
but in that which describes the past scenes 
with little appropriate fervor.
